Improve the Voting Process 


We are_ concerned about the lack of bilingual 
voting officials at many precincts last week. 

The voting process can be a very complicated one， 
even for English-speaking voters. The lack of 
bilingual assistance could nullify the community s 
efforts to urge citizens to register and to vote The 
frustration at many of the precincts can discourage 
first time voters ffom ever returning again. 

Because of this very reason Congress legislated a 
voting rights law in 1975，to require bilingual 
assistance Wherever a language minority makes up 
_over five percent of the community spopulation. 

When we see the county registrars office putting 
English announcements in al-Chinese newspapers， 
we wonder how effective the announcements would 
be. It shows that either the registrars office knows 
nothing aboutpublicity in the Chinese community or 
让 doesn t care. 

We urge the Secretary of State，Mayor Moscone 
and the Board of Supervisors to look into the 
problems involved with the voting process. Voting is 
our basic and most imnportant right in a democracy. 
Our community should never let up on this issue. ”上 口 


Confucius Rebounds 


Press reports from China say Confucius has been 
rehabilitated, and his birth place is again Open to 
Visitors. 

Modern Chinese often associate Confucius with 
traditional feudqdal ideas of a China under the 
emperors. The“Dowan with Confucius ”movement 
began long before the Commumnists came to power. 
However，most Chinese scholars still respect his 
contribution to education and philosophy. 

During the past several years, while Chiang Ching

happened to_ the Anti-Confucius campaign. The 
campaign was first attached to the Anti-Lin Piao one， 
then it seemed to change course and turned to attack 
the _ late Premier Chou En-lai. 芝 that sounds 
far-fetched, wait till you hear what happened outside 
China. 

Seizing this golden opportunity of chaos on the 
mainland and capitalizing on Confucius popularity 
among non-Chinese，the Nationalists mounted 3 
campaign to promote Confucius and Confucianism. 
Wein the United States saw visitors from Taivwan give 
miniature statues of Confucius as souvenirs, and large 
Confucius statues as monuments in parks and other 
public places. Leftist and rightist groups would hold 
demonstrations for or against the erection of such 
Statues， 

Some people may find this amusing, since 让 is clear 
that the Gang of Four was considering Confucius as a 
symbol of Chou， But we are not. Such was the 
complexity of China's politics. May this be a jesson to 
some Chinese Americans who are still unconvinced， 
and who may still want to play Chinese politics an

HONG KONG 一 Chinese 
archeologists have unearthed 103 
bronzes 3;000”years oldq 一 neatly 
arranged and in good condition in 
northwest China's” Shensi 
Province，said a Hsinhua News 
AgencyTreport. 

Archeologist Tang Lan，who 
Visited _ Hong Kong recently in 
conmnection with an exhibition of 
archeological findqs，said “This is 
the most important group of 
bronzes of the Western Chou 
Dynasty so far discovered.” 

He said .the bronzes furnish 
valuable new data for studying 
the history of that dynasty，which 
ruled _ from 1llth -to the 7th 
century，B.C.，especially since 74 
of them bear inscriptions，

REJECTED 

The registrars office rejected 
eight of the CAA precincts and 
targeted 48 precincts for Chinese- 
speaking election workers. But the 
Tegistrar Was only able to_ place 
bilingual workers in 29 precincts， 
according to qdqeputy registrary Jay 
Patterson. According to a survey 
done by CAA; at least 32 out of 56 
precincts did not have bilingual 
election workers， 

The U.S， attorney's task force 


found that even in precincts with 


interpreters， half the Chinese 
election officials were ， insuffi- 
ciently fluent to explain the ballot. 
Kearney had been warned by U.S. 
attorney Hunter in a letter written 
the Friday before the election of 
possible violations of section 203 of 
the U.S. Voting Rights Act，

In adqition to the U.S.

could result in a_ suit against the 
city， a Spokeswoman for Secre- 
tary of State March Fong Eu said 
the state also plans to probe what 
happened here on election day to 
see if state ljaws were violated.

hear an Appeal by Ideal Basic 
Industries that a Use Permit be 
granted to open a quarry near 


-FEiddletown. 


-Earlier，on May 23，a hearing 
was held before the Amador 
County Planning Commission， 
which decided unanimously to 
deny a Use Permit to the quarry 
company. Many prominent 
Chinese Americans testified at this 
hearing and sent jletters to the 
Planning Commission because of 
their concern for historic Chinese 
buildqings which would be endan- 
gered by the quarry operation , 
(East/ West 5/317178) ， 

APPEAL 
After the hearing before the 
Planning Commission the quarry 
company filed an Appeal on May 


26，The reasons given for the 


Appeal were (1) that two of the 
Planning Commissioners had been 
disqualified for conflict of inter- 
est; (2) that Ideal Basic Indus- 
tries would reimburse the County 
for addqitional road_ maintenance; 
(3) that the quarry would not be 
detrimental to _ the safety -and 
peace of county residents;.(4) that 
the quarry was not incompatible 
with the County's General Plan; 
(5) thatthe proposed quarry meets 
all of the local ordinances; and (6) 
that the economic benefits of the 
Proposed quarry outweigh any 
adverse effects. The most striking 
omission in the Appeal was any 
mention of the historic buildings 
in Fiddletown (such the Chew Kee 
Store， the _ only remaining 
ramrmed-earth building;， dating 
frzom 1850) or any measure which 
would be taken to protect them .

Hoag said. $12,000 is spent on 
salaries. Only the office manager， 
producer，technical director， 
managing director， training 
Program coordinator and 
instructors receive any Pay. 

The training program 
coordinator manages the Work- 
shop's series of classes in. acting 
Playwriting， theater management 
and musical/caberet theater. The 
classes are open to everyone 
(according to Hoag, less than half 
the .students are Asian)， and 
students may attend as many as 
they want for a fee of $15.， The 
San Francisco Community College 
District has been Paying the 
instructors，most of whom Hoag 
said also teach at colleges. 

CLASSES 

The classes are held at the 
American Conservatory ITheatre， 
which since 1973 has donated the 
use of its rehearsal rooms and 
scholarships to its Summer Train- 
ing Congress. For three years the 
workshop served Primarily as a 
training program. In 1976 a grant 
from the San Francisco 
Foundation enabled the workshop 
to open the theater， 

Hoag said the workshop hopes 
to _ become completely profession- 
al. He predicted that the character 
of its productions would change， 
“Now much of our material has a 
strong social theme;” he said 
“Asian Americans are just be- 
ginning to express Some of their 
feelings in this societv.， But that 
will pass. Asian American theater 
will become more purely artistic. 


The writers Ww 记 eventually tire of 


social themes.” 

The workshop had been plan- 
ning a budget of about $100,000 
for next year. 人 Karen Seriguchi said 
the workshop had planned on 
receiving support from the city's 
hotel tax and the California Arts 
Council. But，she said，funds for 
the arts would probably be diver- 
ted ， to other programs to 
compensate for the reduction in 
Property tax revenue that would 
Tesult form the passage of 
Proposition 13. Already the 
community .college district has 
said 让 twould end its support of the 
training program，she said. “In 
any event, the Workshop does not 
want to raise ticket prices, because 
its intended audience is mnot 
weajlthy.” 

WORKS 

Raising money has always been 
difficult，Seriguchi said，because 
foundations ”are reluctant to 
finance theater groups that do not 
have regular seasons._ The 
workshop does not have a _ large 
body of works to _ draw from ; 
Works are written and rewritten 
during the course of rehearsals， 
and no one can Say When a Work 
will be finished. “Sometimes 让 
takes _a few weeks,” she said， 
“sometimes a year.” 

The loss of Frank Chin，she 
feels，will make fundraising in the 
near future more difficult.“It will 
take us a whiile to re-establish our 
credibility,”she said.“But in the 
meantime inexperienced writers 
and directors will have the chance 
to _ develop.， The workshop has 
always Sacrificed some pojlish in its 
productions for the sake of giving 
artists experience. Thats our main 
job. We show works that would .
